THE AMENDMENT FOR EXTENDING 
ATLANTA STOUTLY UPPOSED. 


Mr. G. A. Howell, Mr. Jonathan. Nofeross, and 
Judge Hoyt Oppose the Quartes- Mile Extension 
Which Would Take in Half of West End—Mr. 
Lewis Cook WantstoComeIn. — ~ 


Room 14, occupied by the senate committee 
on corporations, was crowded yesterday after- 
noon. 

' Mayor Glenn, City Attorney John B. Good- 
win and Assistaut Attorney John T. Pendle- 
ton were to represent Atlanta. 

To oppose the extension amendment were 
present Messrs. Joel Hurt, Burgess Smith, 
Clark Howell, G. A. Howell, Jonathan Nor- 
cross, W. H. Hulsey and Howard Palmer. 

"Captain J. W. English and Mr. W. B. 
Lowe were there to oppose the amendment in 
-wFegard to convict labor contracts. 

3 Of the committee there were. present Sena- 

“tor Rice, the chairman; Senators Hall, 

Strother, Sharpe, Jones, J. W. Harris and 
Dupree. 

Mr. Lewis Cook was there to favor the an- 
nexationof the iuside quarter mile of West 
End. 

Mr. G. A. Howell, who represented the 
mayor and coancil of West End, objected to 
extension of city limits over West End. 

He thought it was a little unusual that one 
corporation, without attempting to show why, 
should undertake to annihilate another. At- 
Janta had come here and undertaken to take 
the life of West End. It would seem that 
rather than West End being required to op- 
pose this bill, it should be iu order for Atlanta 
to show why she should take the life of West 
End. | 

“We have as much right to exist that 
Atlanta has,’’ said he, “and I take it 
that this committee will not wantonly 
take away the right to exist, which we ac- 
quired twenty-one years ago. Unless there be 

fome paramount reason, the legislature ought 
not to take away this right, although the 
legislature which gave has the power to take 


away. 

“The indebtedness of 
two millions and it is proposed to 
make it 250,000 more, and we would 
have to help pay that debt withont 
getting corresponding benefit, Street car fare 
would cost more than the free tuition we 
weuldt get in the sehools of Atlanta’ 

Senator Hall asked what proportion of the 
population would be taken in. 

[r. Howell thought one-half. 
thought two-thirds. 

‘We have a tax of thirty cents on the doal- 
lar,’’ continued Mr. Howell, ‘‘and Atlanta has 

*one dollar anda half. Atlanta don’t blush for 
anything—and she is my neighbor and friend— 
and I think any one else would blush to ask 
that we be taxed five times what we are to help 
pay her debt. - 

“Wo have not water and gas, but if we want 
these things we could’ get them easily. The 
legistature can give usthe right to get them. 
I don’t see any benefit that we would derive. 
It is true most of us do business in Atlanta, 
but we bear our burdens in .Atlanta by paying 
tax on business. But you can’t regulate a 
man’s babitation. ‘There are people in Kirk- 
wood, Edzewood and all around. I don’t see that 
doing business in Atlanta is any reason for 
their taking us in. 

‘*There is another reason. WestjEnd is a resi- 
dence community. Some years ago we had 
barroomsin West End, and we submitted 
awhile, but we came to the legislature and 
they amended our charter so as to prohibit the 
sale or manufacture of intoxicating liquors in 
West End If weare put into Atlanta the 
city will have the right to put saloons in our 
community, Weare at peace on that ques- 
tion and don’t want to be bothered with it. I 
don’t think it right for us to be put in that 
position.

NO POLITICS wAMten. 

‘There’s another thing. Mr. Chairman. We 
don’t want any politics in West End. Wo 
don’t want that kind of fun. We have been 
trying for a month to get up an election to 
supply @ vacancy in thecouncil. If we get 
into Atlauta we will be head over heels in pol- 
itics before we know it. 

“The town of West End owns six of the 
$9,000 invested in the academy, and that 
would come inside of the city extension pro- 
posed. There is an act authorizing usto ap- 
propriate seventy-five per cent of our income 
to the schools. Now when you touch our acad- 
emy you hurt us. Atlanta schools might be ex- 
tended, but that would not{take the place. 
You just about cut the town half in two and 
you can’t adjust the ownership of that academy 
and the management of it under this bill. 

‘“‘T think it an unheard of proposition to take 
away our chartor rights without consulting us. 
The people ought to be heard at the ballot box. 
The committee has graciously granted us a 
hearing, but there ought, if necessary, to be 
another hearing at the ballot box. I don’t 
think the darkies and those whose 
votes are for sale should have a 
vote, for in that matter Atlanta could outbuy 
us: but I think it should be submitted to the 
property holders. We are almost a unit in 

*opposition to this bill.’’ 
MR. NORCROSS. 

Mr. Norcross opposed the amendment. 

‘‘T have had the fortune to hear just such 
discussions before, and perhaps I entertain 
correct opinions so far as the legislature has 
decided them,’’ said he, ‘‘and I can’t see a 
single good reason for taking West End into 
Atlanta. We have been enjoying that corpo- 
ration for nearly twenty-one years, and have 
had good order. Now, the only good reason for 
annexing a corporation in this way is when 
there are collisions between cornorations 
about the boundary line. That produces a 
great deal of disorder.”’ 


He mentioned the case of Jacksonville, Fla.,. 


to illustrate this point. There was confusion 
there in the police. On both sides they voted 
for annexation. Another case was at Phila- 
delphia, which had existed for 150 years, only 
one mile wide and twolong. No one could 
draw the line. It was so burdensome that the 
legislature consolidated the city and the ad- 
joining towns into one corporation. That was 
partiv on account «f the debts contracted by 
the suburbs. At West End we have not one 
dollar of debt.”’ 7 

“Six thousand,’’ said Mr. G. A. Howell. 

“Well, I was not aware of it,’’ said Mr. 
Norcross. ‘‘Here you have two million, and 
we would have to help pay it and get no pro- 
portionate benefit.’’ 

“We all pay taxes on our property in the 
city. Nearly every citizen in West End owns 
property in Atlanta, but we don’t want our 
peaceable, quiet homesteads over-taxed.’’ He 
chailenged thé citation of a precedent. 

Mr. Norcross created a good deal of merri- 
ment by aslip, in which he referred to ‘'the 
annexation of Atlanta by West End.”’ 

‘You wouldn’t ask a man to divide his fam- 
ily by law, would you?” hesaid. ‘Well, we 
are a peaceable and happy family, I think the 
duty of the committee is tostrike out that 

art.’’ 
Z In reply to a question from Senator Hal), he 
sald the annexation of West End would depre- 
ciate the value of property there. 

Mr, Lewis Cook said: ‘‘l am in favor of 
annexation. I live inside the quarter mile. 
My house was assessed $600 higher than last 
year and the clerk said it was because they had 
a low rate of tax and had to put up the asses- 
ment to make up for it. 

‘‘I don’t care for the taxes in Atlanta if I 
can get some good from it. I have done as 
much for West End as any ofthem. I helped 
to work the first road there. 

“There area good many of my neighbors 
who want to get out of West End into Atlanta. 
J know they will try to bottle us up and keep 
us there. Those who live inside the quarter 
mile—all I have talked to—want to come in. It 
is those outside of that who oppose annexa~ 
tion.’ 

In answer to a question, he said: “There 
would be thirty or thirty-five families and I 
have talked to five of them.”’ | 

‘“*Who are the five?”’ asked Mr. Howell. 

‘*] don’t know that it is necessary for me to 
tell that. They are property owners.” . 

“Do you know bow much they own?’’ 
said Mr. Norcross, 

“They all have property like myself,” said 
Mr. Cook. 

JUDGE 8. B. HOYT 
said he thought Atlanta didn’t need any more 
ges here were 900 acres of land in it 
now.

‘*No,”’ said Judge Hoyt, who, turning to the 
senator and addressing him, ‘‘may it please 
your honor,’’ continued: 

‘Let the two cities get together by commit- 
tees and see what is just and right under the 
circumstances. Macon agreed with a little 
community—East Macon by that means. 
They had a long conference. It was the same 
way in Columbus. The committees voted 
separately, and Columbus voted against it and 
the suburb voted for it. There was no annex- 
ation. 

“Did anybody ever hear that New York 
could take in Brooklyn on any sort of terms? 
Why. geutlemen, it is an absurdity, and it just 
cau't be done. Theright way would be for 
the mayor and council to appoint a committee, 
and I believe we could agree. Atlanta comes 
up here with a bill drawn by her attorney, and 
eg ta proposes to commit a rape on West

MR. JOEL HURT, 

who representel Inman _ park, said: 
‘“Wedonot desire the extension of the city 
limits, but if the legislature thinks it best we 
are willing to snbmit the question to this com- 
mittee, but we beg you to deus justice. Inman 
park, improved by the East Atlanta Land 
company at great expense, it is proposed to cut 
in half. Wecame tothe city interested here 
more than there, and asked the city to aid us. 
The citizens donated #25,000 tothe work of 
opening the avenue, and last year we invested

dition, we hayo spentagreat deal of money 
grading, etc., to get a good quiet place where 
no liquor will ever be sold. We ask you if 
Youtake usin to prohibit the sale of liquor 
forever and not cut our park in half, but take 
itallin. We have arranged things symmetri- 
cally. We asked the city council to allow us 
toappear before their committee. They de- 
wat to let us be heard before their§commit- 
ee.’ 

“Mr. Hurt, you were haerd before the 
councii,’”’ said Mayor Glenn. 

“*Yes,” soid Mr. Hurt, “but to one point. 

‘The committee was the place to discuss it. 
The Atlania council is disposed to do us right, 
but they wero in a hurry rushing bills through. 
We are willing to leave it to your committee 
to say whatis equitable. We have done as 
much as anybody for Atlanta,” 

Here Judge Hall said he would have to ask 
leave of absence for himself, Senator Harris 
and Senator DuPree to attend the general ju- 
diciary committee. 

That left no quorum. and the committee ad- 
journed till 3 o'clock Monday afternoon.

THE BLAIR BILL 


OCCUPIED THE TIME OF THE SEN- 
ATE YESTERDAY. 


Strong Opposition Developed—Senators Strother 
Bartlett and Gibbs Oppose the Resolution, and 
Senators Massengale and Boyd Favor It. 


After the reading of the journal the whole | 


time of the senate was occupied until 12:30 
yesterday by the debate on the Blair bill reso- 


lution. 

The resolution had been reported by substi- 
tute requesting the senators and representa- 
tives of Georgia in congress, to vote for the 
Blair bill, provided it provided saparate 
schools for whites and blacks. 

Senator Shorter opened the debate. 

‘“T take it as an especial pleasure,’’ said he, 
‘to combat this resolution on the floor of the 
senate. I propose to show that it would be 
detrimental to the state of Georgia and to the 
democratic party for this bill to pass. What 
is the origin of this bill? Where did it come 
from and where is it going? Where will it 
end? It came from the fact that there are 
three hundred millions of dollars in the treas- 
ury of the United States, put there by unjust 
taxation; in fact, by robbery, for unjust and 
unnecessary taxation is robbery. It is a part 
of the republican policy of high pro- 
tective tariff. How do they propose to 
get——irrid of the surplus? By a 
great consolidated scheme of _ national 
education— something unconstitutional], to say 
Iamjafraid of 
education. For cight long years I was in the 
school room, teaching the young idea how to 
shoot, but when they come bearing presents 
to me from the Greeks, [ have reason to sus- 
pect them. ‘This measure is one of the hina 3 
of the republican party and its adoption would 
leaye the democratic party no ground to stand 
on.’ 

Senator Strother continued denouncing the 
bill as unconstitutional aud comparing it 
to the trogan horse, oracat in the meal tub 
with so little meal on it that the cat was 
plainly to be seen. 

He was interrupted by Senator Lyle; who 
had stolen his notes,and now requested 
that he define his position so the senate might 
know which side he was supporting. 

To this Mr. Strother replied that if he would 
listen he would hear, and it was no use to shut 
his eyes and say he couldn’t see. 

Continuing, he said the Blair bill would 
erect a Bedlam in Georgia and create a hot- 
bed of political propaganda. 

Mr. Gowen was surprised at the senator 
from the 29th and hoped both the bill and the 
resolution would pass. 

Senator Massengale supported the billina 
speech of some length. Senators seemed to be 
afraid of centralization as a result of this bill, 
but when congress appropriated the $15,000 a 
year for an experimental farm in Georgia 
evervbody was glad to get it. Why should 
they now object to this bill from which Geor- 
gia would get seven million dollars for her 
schools? 

Here Senator Bartlett interrupted him, ask- 
ing if there was in the Hatch bill which ap- 
propriated the $15,000 any clauses similar to 
those in the Blair bill with a centralizing ten- 
dency. : 

Senator Massengale replied no, there were 
none and there were none in the Blair bill 
either. 

Senator Bartlett asked whether there was 
nota provision for the inspection of school- 


ks. 

“T will answer that later when I come to 
that part of the subject,’’ said Mr. Massengale, 
‘‘and I do not propose to be interrupted any 
more.”’ 

He then continued his argument at length, 
calling attention to the fact thatin the house 
committee on education, of which Hon. Allen 
D. Candler is chairman, two republicans out of 
three voted against the bil], also that Senators 
L. C. Lamar, Wade Hampton, Vance, 
Dolph, George and Gibson voted for the bill, 
and that Senator Mahone and Senator Miller, 
of New York, voted against it, while Senator 
Brown, of Georgia, voted for it. 

He had read by the secretary a letter from 
State Schoo! Commissioner Hook, favoring the 
Blair bill and stating that there were in it no 
clauses tending to centralization. 

Senator Massengale argued that the Blair 
bill put the administration of the funds into 
the hands of the state school board, and there 
was no interference with local self-govern- 
ment. 

Senator Sanford opposed the resolution. ‘‘I 
made up my mind when I came here,”’ said he, 
“that I would support any measure for the 
education of the children of Georgia, but I 
cannot support a bill under which, if enacted, 
the children of the south will be taught that 
their fathers who gave their lives in defense 
of their country, and whom they regarded as 
patriots and heroes, were rebels and traitors.’’ 

At this point Senator Hall submitted an 
amendment to the resolution providing that 
there shall be separate schools for white and 
colored. 

Senator Boyed supported the resolution ina 
short speech basing his argument of the con- 
stitutionality of the bill upon the general 
welfare clause. He ridiculed Senator Strothe’s 
question, ‘‘Where did the bill come from ?’’ 
and suggested that a man once asked whether 
any good could come out of Nazareth. ‘‘Why, 
sir,’ he said, ‘‘there are some who think no 
good can come outofthe north.’’ He urged 
that there were 10,000 children in his district 
who wanted the edueation provided in the bill. 

Senator Strother renewed his constitutional 
argument. It was objected that he had 
already spoken‘once, but he was given consent 
to go on. 

Pending the argument Senator Lyle moved 
to adjourn, but the motion failed to pass. 

During his argument Senator Strother cate- 
chised Senator Massengale on the constitution 
of the United States, much to the amusement 
of the senate. Mr. Massengale took it good 
a and the whole thing ended ina 

augh. 

Senator Bartlett opposed the bill with 
great earnestness and eloquence. He read the 
sections of the bill providing that the governor 
shall submit to the secretary of the interior a 
report of the text books used and other details 
of the school system of the state. 

‘‘Now,’’ said he, *‘are vou willing to ask you 
representatives in congress to vote to hunmil- 
iate your governor in this manner ?”’ 

He also read the provisions that secretary of 
the interior should be charged with the ad- 
ministration of the law and should report to 
the president once a year, whether or not the 
terms of the bill were coinplied with, whether 
there was any discrimination on account of race 
and whether any state had forfeited on that 
account its right to ‘the appropriation. The 
secretary of the interior, if he found we insisted 
on teaching our children that their fathers 
who fought for the country were heroes and not 
rebels, would find a pretext to report that the 
state hud not complied with the terms of the 
act. Every sympathy of the secretary of the 
interior was against the south. ‘I would rather 


remain poor and uneducated tban to receive 


the money on any such terms,’’ said he. 

He argued that the war had left some of the 
constitution, and it was well to preserve it. 

Senator Gibbs opposed the resolution. The 
masses of the people were against it. Com- 
missioner Hook had attempted to get an ine 
dorsement of the Blair bill at the teachers 
convention at Athens and failed to get it. He 
failed to get an indorsement of the bill at a 
public mecting in Clarke county. Bat he 
went to Columbus to the negro teachers con- 
vention and held up the bili to them as a 
boon for the negro and they imlorsed it. He 
called attention to the fact that only Virginia 
and Arkansas indorsed the bill and said that 
it was a republican measure. 

This bill was originated by tho biggest fool 
in America, a self confessed fool—Tourgee, 
Dr. W. J. Scott says in his book that though 
Garfield is supposed to have originated the 
idea, it was suggested to him by Tourgee as 
the best means of educating the negro and
